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FORMER PRESIDENT LEAVES LEGACY AT ICC 


W.E. Boggs’ career in education spanned 
more than 40 years, a great majority of them at 
Itawamba Community College, where he filled 
many roles. 

Itawamba Community College and the field 
of education lost one its best supporters when he 
died at Sanctuary Hospice May 30. 

Since 1971, he was counselor at the Tupelo 
Campus; [AHS principal (the college and high 
school were once together); dean of student 
affairs; instructor; coordinator of bookstores, 
food service and alumni affairs; coordinator 
of public relations, high school-college relations 
and chair of the social science division; 
administrative assistant to the president; interim 
dean of academic instruction; vice president of 
instructional services and interim president. 

He retired May 31, 2001, but his legacy lives 
on not only through the lives he touched over the 
years, but also through the Boggs Humanities 
Building at the Fulton Campus, which in 2005 
was named for him and his wife, Gwen, an 
instructor in the Social Science Department for 
many years. 

A native of Prentiss County and a graduate 
of Marietta High School, Boggs earned the 
associate’s degree from Northeast Mississippi 
Community College, where he was a basketball 
standout, and both the bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees from Mississippi State University. He 
served in the Mississippi Army National Guard 
for two years. His other positions in education 
include social studies instructor and basketball 
coach at New Site High School and principal at 
Shaw, Belmont, Okolona and Amory. 





For many years, he was active in church and 
community organizations, including founder 
and co-leader of Leadership Itawamba. 

He enjoyed spending time with his family, 
including his wife; son, Brad; and daughter, 
Ginger, and their families; building houses 
for himself and others and maintaining an 
immaculate lawn. 

In 2001, Boggs received the Michael Bennett 
Lifetime Achievement Award through Phi 
Theta Kappa, which is presented to retiring 
college administrators for exemplary services 
rendered to the organization during the course 
of their academic career. His nominator said, 
“While at Itawamba, President Boggs has been 
a friend, counselor and adviser to both students 
and school personnel. In his years of service, 
he has been a devoted advocate of the students, 
encouraging their participation in all types of 
activities. Whether his occupational title was as 
an instructor, principal, coach or administrator, 
he unselfishly and successfully served students as 
an adviser and friend.” 

“We mourn the loss of Mr. Boggs, a dedicated 
leader who made many positive impacts 
personally and professionally throughout his 
life,” said ICC President Dr. Jay Allen. УСС is a 
better place for the compassion, intelligence and 
vision he contributed throughout his career. We 
remain grateful for his devoted career to being 
an adviser and friend to all he met along his 
journey. His legacy will live on at ICC, and his 
investment in the College he loved so dearly will 
continue to produce the best in his honor.” 
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ENDOWED NURSING SCHOLARSHIP 


Dr. Billy T. Collum earned his medical degree 
from Harvard University in 1955. One of the 
youngest members of his class, upon graduation, 
he could have practiced medicine anywhere 
in the United States. However, his goal was to 
receive the very best education in medicine and 
bring that knowledge back to heal and serve the 
people of Itawamba County. 

That knowledge and affinity for his roots 
and the life that he and his wife, Barbara, 
built in Itawamba County will enable full-time 
sophomores in ICC’s Associate Degree Nursing 
program to have an opportunity to benefit from a 
fully-endowed scholarship. ‘The Dr. Billy T. and 
Barbara Collum Endowed Nursing Scholarship 
will provide opportunities, especially for students 
who need financial assistance to achieve their 
goals of becoming medical professionals. 

Collum was born and raised in the Fairview 
Community, where he lived with his parents and 
12 siblings. In 1949, he graduated from Itawamba 
Agricultural High School as class president. At 
the age of 16, he continued his education at the 
University of Mississippi, where he earned the 
Bachelor of Arts degree at age 19. 

The following year, he taught at IAHS/ 
ICC before being accepted into medical school 
at Harvard. During his medical internship, 
Collum met and married Barbara Jean Starcevic 
of Lincoln, Il. “We met in the operating room 
where I was a scrub nurse next to him on a 
surgery he was performing,” Barbara said. “He 
scratched his nose on my back, and that's how 
we met. T'hat night he called me and asked 1f the 
procedure was carried out in a sterile technique, 
and I said yes, to the best of my knowledge. I got 
nervous thinking something went wrong! He said 
if you think everything went good, could I ask 








you out for a cup of coffee. I was so relieved that 
I wasn’t going to be written up for something!” 

His family said that he was drafted for the 
Korean War, but was deferred due to a shortage 
of physicians and the need “back home.” ‘The 
Collums, who moved back to his home county, 
eventually had 10 children. 

“When we first married, we followed Bud 
Davis to every ICC basketball game carrying 
a newborn baby, less than a year old that went 
with us," Barbara said. 

Collum opened his own clinic in. Fulton in 
1955. “He was a one-stop shop," said daughter 
Billye Jean Stroud. “He did his own x-rays, 
delivered babies, did bloodwork, he did it all. 
They built their house with an examining room/ 
office so he could see patients at all hours. He 
was always teaching and encouraging." 

Barbara Collum said that when her husband 
was out on baby delivery calls, she treated IJC 
football player injuries. “I loved nursing. Three 
of my daughters are in nursing.” 

After raising their children, she went back to 
work for her husband running the front and the 
office. “I helped run his office and was there until 
it ended. We had fun and a good time working 
together, but I'd much rather be a nurse than a 
secretary. I did a little nursing when I worked 
for him, but what I really loved was the hospital 
more than the doctor’s office.” 

When 1t closed 1ts doors three decades later, 
Collum took a position at the North Mississippi 
Medical Center's Fulton Clinic where he worked 
for an additional 19 years. 

Following Collum's death in 2019 at the age 
of 89, alumnı and friends established an annual 
scholarship in his memory, but recently his family 
made the scholarship permanent by endowing 
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it апа securing financial 
support for future nurses for 
years to come, according to 
Michael Upton, director of 
advancement. 

“This (scholarship 
endowment) was really Billy's 
dream," Barbara said. “He kept 
putting it on the back burner. 
This was his idea that we are 
carrying on for him. He loved 
his nurses and respected them. 





The only thing was he didnt 
think they got paid enough." 

Son Mark said that his dad 
wanted to establish a scholarship 
so “that kids could go without 
the burdens on the financial side 
because he had to borrow money 
from his brothers and sisters to 
attend Harvard.” 

“And he had to pay them back 
so he was sensitive to kids not 
having enough funding,” Stroud 


said. “He loved ICC. He thought 
it was a great facility.” 

Applicants must have and 
maintain a 2.5 grade point 
average to receive and for the 
duration of the scholarship.

When Joe Dzikielewski was a patient ın the hospital 
for seven weeks in 2019, he was impressed with the care 
provided by his nurses, most of whom were Itawamba 
Community College graduates. 

“He enjoyed asking them where they went to school 
and learning more about them,” his wife, Wanda, said. 

That appreciation has led to her establishing the Dr. 
Joseph F. Dzikielewski Memorial Nursing Scholarship 
at Itawamba Community College to benefit full-time 
sophomores 1n the Associate Degree Nursing program. 

“This is my home and was Joe's home for 30 years 
plus,’ said the ICC alumnus. “I think ICC 1s a great 
place to start an education and a career. It gives our 
people not only a significant economic opportunity as 
well as an education that transfers out to the next stage 
in life. I think it’s extremely important to help younger 
people who may have to strugele to afford college.” 

Dr. Joe, as he was known, taught at Itawamba 
Agricultural High School several years ago. For many 


years, he was a full professor of health and 
physical education at Cleveland (Tenn) 
State Community College. He also taught 
nutrition, a core course in the nursing 
program there for 14 years, as well as first 
aid and health. His mother was a Licensed 


Practical Nurse, and his sister, a Registered 
Nurse. So, the health professional connection 
and appreciation ran deep. 

Born in Lorain County, Ohio, Dr. Joe 
grew up In a steel mill town, where he was 
told by a teacher, “You won't be successful 
in school.” He went on to serve in the U.S. 
Navy and earned not only a college degree 
but also two master’s degrees, a specialist 
degree and a doctorate, which was 1n health, 
physical education and recreation from the 
University of Alabama. 

Although he died in 2019 following the 
lengthy hospital stay, Dr. Joe’s legacy will 
live on through this scholarship and his 
appreciation of healthcare providers. 

Recipients of the scholarship must be a 
resident of one of ICC's supporting counties 
and have and maintain a 3.5 grade point 
average. “Potential for success in the nursing 
program, financial need and a desire to 
become a contributing medical professional 
will be considered in the selection process,” 
said Michael Upton, director ofadvancement.

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Bishop Alexander, who went by Justin 
when he was at ICC, describes himself 
as a “kid from a small town with big 
dreams.” He said his story 1s a simple one. 
He is the son of a single divorced mother, 
who told her children that she wanted 
them to be educated and successful, not 
six feet under or in jail. Although she 
died four years ago, Alexander’s mother 
continues to have an impact on her son 
and his family. 

He said that when he was growing 
up, his mother ensured that his family 
celebrated holidays together. “Possessions 
are not important,” she emphasized. 
“What is important is that you are 
brothers,’ when they compared what 
they had achieved and earned. 

Iuka native Alexander left his mother 
and siblings and Joined ICC's family after 
he graduated from high school. 
of ICC’s Fulton 
Campus Student Government 
Association during 2002-03, Alexander 
is now director of Alumni Relations at 
the University of North Alabama. 

He said when he started at ICC, he 
had big dreams, but he wasn’t sure where 
he wanted to go. “The two-year option 1s 
important,” Alexander said. “It’s where 
I learned life lessons. I wasn’t born 
into money, but the faculty, staff and 
administration (at ICC) saw something 
in me I didn’t see in myself.” He credits 
retired ICC President Dr. David Cole 
for doing just that. He noted that he 
realizes now that time was preparing

him for the road ahead. When he went 
to the University of North Alabama as 
a student, he said he wanted to make a 
difference. 

He earned the bachelor's degree from 
UNA and will begin work toward his 
doctoral degree in higher administration 
leadership this fall. 

Bishop 15 a former Congressional 
aide for the United States House of 
Representatives. From 2002-07, he 
served under the leadership of Karen 
Wheaton, Pentecostal preacher, 
Southern Gospel singer and founder of 
Ihe Ramp, an international ministry 
located in Hamilton, Ala. He has served 
on the ministry team “Chosen” and 1s 
a frequent public speaker, leadership 
consultant, ordained minister and the 
Young Adult pastor at Ekklesia Ministries 
in Shefheld, Ala. 

Alexander returned to his alma 
mater, Feb. 24, for the first time since he 
left in 2004 to be the featured speaker for 
Unity programs on both the Fulton and 
Tupelo campuses.
